EAN ously and effectively in 
gaining his present status as one of the representative agricultur- 
ists and stock-growers of Utah County, where his productive activ- 
ities are staged in the Salem district. 

Mr. Hanks is able to revert to England as the place of his 
nativity and ancestral history. He was born in fine old Gloucester- 
shire, January 5, 1861, and is a son of George and Eliza (Davis) 
Hanks. He was about eight or nine years of age when his par- 


ents, who had been converted to the faith of the Latter Day Saints, 


left their native land to become pioneer settlers in Utah, where 


. they established their residence in Utah County, the remainder 


of their lives having been passed in this state and the father hav- 
ing been a farmer and stock-grower by vocation. 

Francis A. Hanks was reared to maturity in the Salem com- 
munity of Utah County and his early education was here received 
in the district school of the period. During the long intervening 
years he has not found it either expedient or a matter of desire 
to sever his allegiance to the basic industries of agriculture and 
stock-growing, of which he has continued a resourceful and suc- 
cessful exponent in the Salem district of the county, where he is 
the owner of a well improved farm estate. He has been a stock- 
holder of the Salem Irrigation Company and has otherwise given 
support to measures and enterprise tending to advance the general 
communal welfare. As a loyal and appreciative member of the 
Church of Latter Day Saints he has served two missions, the first 
having been in the eastern states, during the period of 1897-1900, 
and the second one, of six months’ duration, having been in states 
of the Northwest, in 1918. He served as second counselor to 
Bishop D. R. Taylor, of Salem, from 1910 to 1922, and in the latter 
year was chosen a member of the High Council, under President 
H. A. Gardner, of the Palmyra Stake.
